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Checklist of all known butterfly species ever recorded in the Union Territory of Jammu & Kashmir (UT J&K) has been 
compiled. This checklist covers 308 species belonging to 154 genera under 14 subfamilies of 6 families. Eighteen species of 
butterflies are being reported for the first time from Jammu and Kashmir. A complete bibliographic reference of all known 
species has been incorporated by consulting all previous published literature on butterflies of Jammu & Kashmir. 
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Introduction 


Butterflies are holometabolous group of living organism 
as they complete metamorphosis cycles in four stages, 
viz. egg, caterpillar, pupa and adult (Gullan and Cranston, 
2004; Capinera, 2008). These seasonal polymorphism 
groups were useful in natural ecosystem as pollinators 
and as food in the ecological food chain. India has 1,327 
total species of butterflies (Varshney & Smetacek, 2015; 
Upadhye et al., 2020). In 2019, Jammu and Kashmir state 
was divided into 2 Union Territories (UTs): UT Jammu 
and Kashmir (20 districts, Figure la) and UT Ladakh 
(2 districts) (Anonymous, 2019). The current study is 
covering 20 districts of UT Jammu and Kashmir which 
is surrounded by Pakistan-occupied Kashmir (PoK) to 
the west, Gilgit-Baltistan to the north-west, Ladakh to the 
north-east, Himachal Pradesh and Punjab (state) to the 
south-east, and Punjab (province of Pakistan) to the south- 
west. Total area is 42,241 sq. km (Jammu and Kashmir, 
2020)and divided two divisions (10 districts each):Jammu 
division (Jammu, Kathua, Samba, Udhampur, Reasi, 
Rajouri, Poonch, Doda, Ramban and Kishtwar districts) 
and Kashmir division (Srinagar, Anantnag, Kulgam, 
Budgam, Pulwama, Shopian, Ganderbal, Bandipura, 
Baramulla and Kupwara districts) (Anonymous, 2019). 
J&K lies in Western Himalayas. Pir Panjal and a part of 
the Shivalik are main mountain ranges of the UT. Kashmir 


valley is bounded on the SW by the Pir Panjal Range and 
on the NE by the main Himalayan Range. The highest 
peak of J&K is Machoi Peak (5,458 meters). It is situated 
between Amarnath cave and Zojila pass (3,528m) which 
connects UT J&K (Ganderbal district) to its west side 
with the UT Ladakh (Drass valley). 

The history of the study of Rhopalocerous fauna of 
J&K dates back to the middle of the 19% century when 
an Austrian entomologist Vincenz Kollar explored it and 
described many new taxa from the region (Kollar, 1844, 
1848). During the British rule on the Indian sub continent 
(1857-1947) many British entomologists also collected 
and studied butterflies of Kashmir. Lang (1868), Moore 
(1872, 1875), Holland (1896) and Tytler (1926A) deserve 
special mention in this regard. After the independence not 
much work was carried out on butterflies of J&K. Over 
the last decade, some local researcher and photographers 
have explored some parts of the UT extensively and not 
only added to the known distribution of the butterflies 
(Qureshi et al., 2013-A, 2013-B, 2014; Sharma & Sharma, 
2017A, 2017B, 2018A, 2018B, 2020) but also published so 
many new records for the UT, e.g. Sharma and Sharma 
(2017A, 2017B, 2018A, 2018B), Sheikh (2018) and Sheikh 
and Parey (2019A, 2019B). Qureshi (2020) compiled a list 
of 408 butterfly taxa for J&K state but he also included 
butterflies of Ladakh and Gilgit-Baltistan.

Checklist of Butterflies (Lepidoptera: Rhopalocera) of Union territory Jammu and Kashmir, India 


After thoroughly studying the published literature of 
Bhagat (2017-A; 2017-B), Khan et al., (2011) & Qureshi 
et al., (2013-A) pertaining to Jammu & Kashmir many 
previous species recorded have been either added or 
removed by appropriate taxonomic treatments. We have 
made sure to include only those species in this checklist 
which are definitely known to be found in our study area. 


Material and Methods 


Thirty field trips were undertaken between 2014 and 2020 
in different seasons in order to explore and investigate 
butterflies of J&K. The specimens were collected by net 
sweeping method followed by complete photography 
of the specimens (using Canon DSLR 1300D). The 
specimens were killed using ethyl acetate as killing agent 
and also by Evans’ method (Evans, 1932) and after kill, 
the butterflies were relaxed and then stretched on insect 
stretching boards and were kept in insect cabinets in 
the Museum of Department of Zoology, Baba Ghulam 
Shah Badshah University Rajouri (J&K). No species was 
collected which is included in the schedule of Wildlife 
protection Act, 1972. 

Gasse (2018) has been used as baseline work for this 
study, as he clearly defined the distributional ranges of the 
butterflies which occur in the UT J&K and UT Ladakh. 
Tshikolovets (2005) is also a valuable reference for 
understanding the range of the butterflies of Ladakh and 
J&K. Varshney & Smetacek (2015) is also an important 


reference on the Indian butterflies but they also included 
the species occuring in Gilgit-Baltistan (PoK) and used 
term Jammu and Kashmir for the species which are limited 
to the recently carved out UT Ladakh. All the records 
from J&K (excluding Ladakh) from Indian Foundation 
for Butterflies website (http://www.ifoundbutterflies.org) 
have been added in the checklist as well. This website is 
the largest online photographic database of the Indian 
butterflies. The identification of butterflies in this study 
was done with the help of available literatures like Evans, 
1932; Wynter-Blyth, 1957; Kehimkar, 2016; Smetacek, 
2018.

Discussion 


The above checklist is an attempt of presenting a complete 
account of all the species ever recorded in the UT J&K with 
proper references. Reviewing the old literature is of great 
significance as recently,some records have been published 
as new or first for J&K (e.g. Chilasa clytia, Delias eucharis, 
Athyma perius, Auzakia danava, Pseudergolis wedah etc.) but 
those records for J&K already existed in the old literature. 
Some records are present in the old literature (e. g. Euripus 
consimilis) but were left out in the recent lists of Indian and 
South Asian butterflies (Varshney & Smetacek, 2015; Gasse, 
2018). 18 species are first time being reported from J&K i.e. 
Hasora chromus Cramer, Badamia exclamationis Fabricius, 
Suastus gremius Fabricius, Pachliopta aristolochiae Fabricius, 
Prosotas dubiosa Semper, Jamides bocus Stoll, Zizina otis 
Fabricius, Azanus ubaldus Stoll, Azanus Uranus Butler, 
Freyeria putli Kollar, Rapala varuna Horsfield, Parantica 
melaneus Cramer, Lethe sidonis Hewitson, Rhaphicera 
moorei Butler, Mycalesis perseus Fabricius, Mycalesis 
mineus Linnaeus, Ypthima baldus Fabricius and Pantoporia 
hordonia Stoll (Figure 1-18) all recorded by TS. Four of 
which (Badamia exclamationis, Suastus gremius, Prosotas 
dubiosa and Pantoporia hordonia) are also published on 
Indian Foundation for Butterflies website. (http://www. 


ifoundbutterflies.org). Some of the species that occur in 
adjoining states like Himachal Pradesh, Punjab & Gilgit 
Baltistan could also be found in future in Union territory 
of Jammu & Kashmir. These species include: Bibasis sena 
(Moore, 1866), Celaenorrhinus ratna (Fruhstorfer, 1909), 
Odontoptilum angulatum (C. & R. Felder, 1862), Caprona

Conclusion 


The authors are aware that the present list (counting 308 
species) will grow in future, if more extensive surveys 
are carried out in the various parts of the UT, as much of 
J&K is still unexplored. This work can serve as a baseline 
reference for further studies on butterflies of the area. It 
will also be helpful in future works on the diversity and 
distribution of the butterflies, as well as in identification 
of the areas of rich biodiversity in order to map out the 
conservation measures. 
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
